Toll Of Jap Ships By U. S. Subs 
Puts Crimp in Enemy’s Plans 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—(ZP) 
—Destruction of Japanese ship­ 
ping by American submarines is 
increasing to such an extent that 
it may determine results of the 
war in the Pacific, Admiral Ches­ 
ter 
W. 
Nimitz, 
commander-in- 
chiof of the Pacific fleet, declared 
today. 
“Our 
submarines 
are 
taking 
such a heavy toll of their ship­ 
ping that lack of shipping may 
soon bo the controlling factor in 
what Japan is able to do,” the 
59-year-o!d admiral told a news 
conference. 
“Our submarines arc increasing 
in num ber and not decreasing in 
efficiency, even though the num ­ 
ber of targets is slowly decreas­ 
ing,” he added. 


The Pacific commander warned 
against discounting 
the 
impor­ 
tance 
of 
Japanese 
submarines, 
saying 
although 
the 
enemy’s 
underset craft are not seen fre­ 
quently now, they “will become 
more of a menace as 
our 
lines 
lengthen." 
Yanks Hunting Fight 
Nimitz, in Washington for con­ 
ferences, repeated naval asser­ 
tions that the Pacific fleet would 


welcome

“It would be lo our advantage,” 
he said, “to have an early en­ 
counter with the Japanese fleet, 
because we are prepared to meet 
them.

Whenever it drops its uncom­ 
plaining role and begins to knock 
on the door of consciousness and 
demand notice, the effect is so 
startling that we rush immediately 
to the conclusion that something 
very dire must be at hand. 
Heart Skips Beats 
“Could you give me some infor­ 
mation about a heart ailment I 
have of late. It seems to skip beats. 
It beats some beats and then some 
beats are stronger than others. I 
am 69 years old,” writes a corre­ 
spondent, 
i 
Yes, I can give you « ome infor­ 
mation about that. Your whole 
letter is a diagnosis. You are 59 
! years old and you have become 
| conscious of your heart beating. It 
. seems to be irregular. It is. You 
i have extrasystoles — the palpita­ 
tion of middle age. Half of the 
i human race between the ages of 
40 and 60 experience it. And there 
is nothing sinister to it, frighten­ 
ing though it is at first. In fact it 
is a sort of guarantee of long life. 
i It means your heart is still irri­ 
table and lively. 
Doctors did not always know 
about the harmlessness of this 
form of palpitation. It was Dr. 
James 
Mackenzie, 
the 
general 
practitioner from the North of 
England, who came down to Lon­ 
don about 19 10 and taught the 
specialists about this and many 
other things. 
The specialists used to take a 
very grave view of this disorder. 
Mackenzie tells a dramatic story 
of an old man who consulted him. 
When he was much younger, at the 
beginning of a promising career, 
he began to notice his hear* 
dip­ 
ping. He consulted a heait spe­ 
cialist. He was just ready to ex­ 
pand into a new business enter­ 
prise which would sweep him on 
to great success, but involved a 
good deal of traveling and resi­ 
dence for nine years in Australia. 
Specialist’s Advice 
The specialist advised against 
going on with it. 
He gave him 
only a few years of life. He or­ 
dered a quiet life in the country. 
The man renounced his ambitions, 
settled quietly in the country to 
await death. He was still aw ait­ 
ing it twenty-five years later, was 
still in vigorous health and still 
had his extrasystoles. 
Misinformation about them can, 
you see, have serious consequences. 
In this case it ruined a man’s life. 
James 
Mackenzie, as I said, 
proved th at they were harmless 
by his records— records of the lives 
of his patients, whom he had ob­ 
served with these skipping hearts 
over a period of twenty or thirty 


years. 
It showed the advantage 
of practicing medicine in a small 
community where y ou know ev ery ­ 
one and can follow their fortune*. 
Premature beats is probably * 
bettor name for the condition 
than 
either skipped beats or ex trasy s­ 
toles. The extra beat comes 
in 
ahead of time—prematurely. And 
then, because the heart has tem­ 
porarily used up ita energy by the 
extra beat, there is a long 
pause 
and then the heart gives a tre­ 
mendous beat and that is what my 
correspondent feels.

S. M. W ,:—A. says it is essen­ 
tial to have orange juice daily.

says no, or 
God would hav e or­ 
anges growing all

tial food element abundantly con­

M. S.:—A few' months ago my 
brother died of aluminum poison­ 
ing caused by an aluminum pot 
which had been left with some­ 
thing cooking causing intensely 
thick smoke. Another person, ex­ 
posed at the same time, regained 
consciousness, but has lost his 
memory. How often does alumi­ 
num do this? 
Answer:—A reputable textbook 
on toxocology states that alumi­ 
num does not cause poisoning. P a­ 
tients with stomach ulcer take 
large quantities without any symp­ 
toms. Perhaps it was carbon mon­ 
oxide or some other gas that 
caused the accident described.

tic sea and air blockade is 
not 
just a gesture. It has d raw n even 
tighter the net which 
separates 
Nazi G erm any from m uch -need ­ 
ed w ar m aterials. 
The 
blockade 
was 
slapped 
against G erm any as soon as war 
was declared in 19 39 . T he B rit­ 
ish D epartm ent of Economic W ar­ 
fare says G erm a ny ’s norm al sea­ 
borne im ports w ere cut in the fol­ 
lowing proportions: 
R ubber, nearly 100 percent; fats, 
9 0 percent; oil, 80 percent; tung­ 
sten, 75 percent; 
natural 
phos­ 
phate fertilizers, 9 5 percent; cop­ 
per, 75 percent; cotton, 9 8 
per­ 
cent; wool, 9 5 percent. 
G erm any took over a few coun­ 
tries and obtained some vital sup­ 
plies and m ore w ere added 
in 
trade with such neutrals as S w e­ 
den, T urk ey and S pain—but not 
nearly enough. 
W hat does a close 
blockade 
m ean to a country already heavi­ 
ly dependent upon ersatz 
sup­ 
plies? 
It m eans the Nazi High 
C om ­ 
m and would coldly sacrifice th ou­ 
sands of soldiers on the eastern 
front to take desperately-needed 
m anganese and other 
m ines 
in 
the east Ukraine. T he 
G erm ans 
risked thousands m ore in an a t­ 
tem pt to held these mines, but 
they lost. 
It m eans the H itler group will 
even risk w h at is left of its 
w ar 
fleet to convoy cargo ships to E u­ 
ropean shores. G erm any did this 
last D ecem ber in an attem pt to 
get one m erchantm an through the 
Bay of Biscay. O ne-th ird of the 
Nazi destroyer force was sent out. 


| T hree destroyers w ere sunk, and 
j so was the cargo 
ship, by 
alert 
Allied forces. 
It m eans that for every 
mile 
the G erm an lines are

Lone ships attem pt to d a rt in- 
j to the Bay of Biscay with rubber 
j and tin from Japanese-occupied 
territories. A dverse 
w eath er 
is 
| their Ally; fog, blizzards and ra in ­ 
storm s are welcomed. Often they 
hide under Allied flags. 
M ost are trapped in the block­ 
ade net. M any are apprehended 
and sunk far from E urope be­ 
cause the Allies m aintain an alert 
on ports and sea lanes all over the 
w’orld. Hitler has m any ships at 
hom e bases w aiting to m ak e 
a 
break to sea. These arc system ­ 
atically bombed. 
T he Allies also have gone in 
for buying in neutral 
countries 
com modities w anted by G erm any. 
W hether or not the Allies need 
the goods is im m aterial. At least 
they d on’t 
w ind up in 
H itler’s

C. H. attorney, 
today is in 
the 
race for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion for lieutenant governor but, 
because of the war, his campaign 
will be “somewhat restricted,” he 
said after returninng 
from

state capital where he filed nom­ 
inating petitions for the May pri­ 
mary with the secretary of state. 
Winegardner, a native of Har- 
rod, near Lima in Allen County, 
came to Washington C. H. to prac­ 
tice law five years ago.
